Soccer's major challenges 
of 1978 are: 

@ To cement the Philips 
League and have it better 
promoted. A promotions 
committee has been set up to 
this end. 

@ To devise a new national 
team policy. Australia is 
probably the only country In 
the region that still depends 
upon part-time players at 
national team level. 

® To restructure the top 
body in Australian soccer, to 
give representation to 
amateurs, junior bodies, 
women’s soccer, referees’ 
and so on. To this end { 
propose the formation of a 
soccer council of Australia. 
To help set it up, we should 
call a meeting soon of State 
representatives of juniors, 
schoolboy organisations, 
church football bodies, 
coaches, referees and 
women. 

Australia was only one of 
128 nations that failed to 
qualify for the World Cup 
finals, so it’s not as disastrous 
as all that, and 1 don't think 
our failure will have the effect 
of lowering spectator 
numbers. 

GEORGE WALLACE 
(secretary, Victorian Soccer 
Federation): 

Any challenges lie with the 
clubs and leagues 
themselves, especially the 
State and Metropolitan 
Leagues in the case of Vic- 
toria. 

These leagues realise that 
they are competing with the 
Philips league, so they will 
have to reach a high stan- 
dard. 

From the Federation's point 
of view, it was pleasing to 
recelve a grant of $22,000 
from the State government for

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end of next year 





Relegation from the national league will start at the 


end of the 1979 season. 


West Germany. 


The team that finishes last in 1979 
will be replaced by the State League 
(First Division) champion from the 
same State. 

The same procedure will be followed 
at the end of the 1980 season. 

However, the team to be promoted 
will’ have to meet prescribed criteria 
and be screened and approved by its 
State federation. 

If the championship winner is not 
suitable for promotion, meaning it 
doesn’t have enough money or ade- 
quate facilities, promotion will go to the 
runner-up of the State championship. 

If the runner-up /Sn't suitable either, 
the team that finished third In the State 
will be given the chance to play off 
against the candidate for relegation 
from the national league. 


the last placed national league team 


will be allowed to remain in the league. 

However, any team finishing last for 
two consecutive seasons will be 
relegated whether or not there is a 
team to replace it. 

At the end of the 1981 season, there 
will be a different promotion system. 

The bottom two national league 
teams will be relegated and replaced 
by the winner and runner-up of a com- 
petition arranged by the ASF.
